> ^iss Seeley Says Man Held 
, For Los Angeles Crimes 
Is Not Her Abductor 

Gerge McBride, held by Los 
Angeles police for three bank 
stickups where the methods em¬ 
ployed were identical with those 
used by the desperado who held 
up the Sierra Madre Savings 

* Bank, is not the man wanted 
here. Miss Mattie Seeley, assis¬ 
tant cashier of the local bank 
who was kidnapped during the 
holdup here, is sure of that. 

Accompanied by Police Chief 
McMillan Miss Seeley went to 
^ Los Angeles on Wednesday at the 

suggestion of Los Angeles police 
and watched McBride in the 
shadow box at detective head¬ 
quarters. 

» "That is not the man," said 

Miss Seeley the moment she saw 
McBride, "I am sure of that." 

The longer she remained at 
headquaretrs the more certain 
1 was Miss Seeley that McBride 

was not her abductor. He is much 
shoretr than the bandit who 
^ forced her into his car, there is 
little facial resemblance, and his 
voice and mannerisms are vastly 
different than those of the man 
whom she had such a splendid 
opportunity to observe, both while 
he was helping himself out of 
the bank cash box and during the 
ride he forced her to take in the 
hope of preventing pursuers from 
firing at him. 

“There is no possible chance 
that McBride is the man we 
want," said Chief McMillan, "but 
the Los Angeles police are very 
sure they have the man who did 
three daring jobs in that city, in 
each of which the methods of the 
bandit were identical with those 
of the fellow who came up here. 
In each case he vaulted over the 
counter, covered the bank em¬ 
ployes in exactly the same man¬ 
ner and made his getaway Just 
as the fellow who stuck up our 
hank did.” 

Los Angeles police now believe 
that the athletic "shopping bag 
bandit” wanted for the Sierra 
Madre job has been under cover 
ever since he escaped after being 
cornered and shot by two Los 
Angeles radio patrolmen, and that 
he has not attempted any further 
crimes since that time. They be¬ 
lieve the man they have in cus¬ 
tody merely read of the shopping 
bag bandit's methods of carry- 
^ ing on his crimes and decided to 
adopt them. 

Every man on the Los Angeles 
Police department is particularly 
anxious to get the shopping bag 
theif because of the frightful con- 
dltion of Patrolman Frank Mere¬ 
dith, whom he shot. Meredith is 
still helpless in the General Hos¬ 
pital and doctors say that little 
short of a miracle will prevent 
his being a helpless invalid, the 
» bullet fired at him by the bandit 
having lodged in his spine.

It was with sincere regret that 
the Board of Governors felt 
obliged to negative Henry Coul¬ 
ter's mighty generous offer to 
produce one of his plays here at 
a benefit for the League. It just 
could not be done, first because 
there was not sufficient time to 
promote the advertising and pub¬ 
licity and secondly and of most 
importance the date upon which 
Mr. Coulter's play would have 
to be produced conflicted with 
other entertainments scheduled. 

Here’s a thought, for all of 
you good students and patrons 
many may overlook this an¬ 
nouncement for the Leagues get- 
to-gether next Monday evening 
so, give those who you know are 
interested, a ring and remind 
them of it. It's most important 
for everyone to be on hand- the 
meeting needn't last but a little 
while.

Through Chief McMillan the 
police department has given notice 
that rowdyism and destructive 
prnnks will not be tolerated here 
on Monday evening Hallowe’en.

Trust Deed And State Sales 
And Income Tax Debated 
At Woman’s Club 

Nearly the whole membership 
of the tilerra Madre Woman's 
Club heard a discussion on Wed¬ 
nesday of the trust deed initia¬ 
tive measure that will appear on 
the November ballot as Propo¬ 
sition No. 3. 

E. W. Camp, of this city, ex¬ 
plained the provisions of the mea¬ 
sure to hi3 hearers, pointing out 
its advantages and weaknesses 
and expressing the belief that 
as a rule it is not good policy 
to attempt to correct such mat¬ 
ters aa defects in the trust deed 
system now in vogue by means 
of an initiative. If, he said, the 
proposed corrective measures are 
later found faulty or unsatisfac¬ 
tory, they can be repealed or im¬ 
proved only In another State-wide 
election. 

Mr. Camp said that obviously 

the fees provided in trust deed 
foreclosures were excessive, that 
the lack of provision for re¬ 
demption seemed unfair and that 
the trust deed lures people into 
debt because it is much easier 
and more money can be raised 
on a trust deed than on a mort¬ 
gage. The redemption clause con¬ 
tained In proposition No. 3 was 
a strong argument In its favor, 
Mr. Camp said, and It contained 
other worth while provisions, 
though stating that all foreclo¬ 
sures would be made the subject 
of court action. 

State Senator Harry A. Cham¬ 
berlain vigorously assailed the 
measure as contrary to the public 
interest and gave the reasons for 
his belief. 

Senator Chamberlain de¬ 
clared this proposal to be the 
most vital one appearing upon 
the ballot on November 8 because 
about 95 per cent of the people 
were affected to a greater or 
lesser extent. 

He said that as a member of 
the Bar Association he knew the 
proposal did not represent the at¬ 
titude of nearly all the members 
of that organization and he re¬ 
gretted the matter was In any 
sense before the public as a "law¬ 
yer’s bill." 

Senator Chamberlain urged that 
the initiative is not the proper 
remedy for the correction of any 
evils that might exist in the 
present trust deed system and 
that certainly as the proposal Is 
drawn, there were many serious 
objections to it. 

He admitted that in some cases 
the fees charged by title com¬ 
panies and others may be a lit¬ 
tle more than they might be, but 
he contended In nearly every In¬ 
stance of foreclosure the lender 
had to pay. 

Another contention of the Sena¬ 
tor's was that banks, trust com¬ 
panies and similar institutions 
would lend only about 35 per cent 
of the value of the property on 
mortgages whereas they could 
lend anywhere from 40 to 60 per 
cent on trust deeds, a point to 
which Mr. Camp agreed. 

The right and privilege of re¬ 
demption was then discussed by 
Chamberlain. This right was more 
apparent than real, he said, for 
statistics show that only about 
6 per cent of foreclosures are 
ever redeemed. 

In the matter of deficiency 
judgments, Senator Chamberlain 
asserted that record shows that 
under trust deed procedure the 
per centage is only aboat 2 per 
cent and that under Mortgages 
15 per cent. 

Senator Chamberlain thanked 
Mr. Camp for the very fair man¬ 
ner In which he had treated the 
subject and as lawyers both de¬ 
clared the time alloted was not 
enough to treat and discuss every 
phase of so vital a proposal. 

Mr. Ellison of the California 
Taxation Improvement Associa¬ 
tion of Los Angeles, spoke against 
Proposition No. 9. Mr. Ellison 
pointed out that by shifting the 
responsibility of the taxes on 
elementary and high schools to 
the State with an increased rate 
of J10 per pupil to be paid the 
school by the State would not 
lessen the taxes that the prop¬ 
erty owners must pay. There Is 
no clause in the proposition that 
can prevent the officials from 
levying additional taxes, if the 
occasion or desire should arise, 
Mr. Ellison stated. 

As he saw the situation the 
proposition could be of no bene¬ 
fit to anyone other than large 
land holders and large real 
estate concerns. The fact re¬ 
mains, according to Mr. Ellison, 
that the people of the state must 
pay the additional $10 per pupil 
—fro m where else could fee 
money come?
